MARCH OF THE BRONGS 
by HENRY B. COLE 


On the underside of rhe bulge of 
Africa lie two little colonies, 
the Ivory Coast (French) and 
the Gold Coast (British). One 
dark night carly this year a 
strange procession of natives 
crossed the boundary from the 
Ivory Coast to the Gold Coast. 
They were Brong tribesmen, leav- 
ing their old homes under the 
rule of Vichy France to join the 
British and Free French. At 
their head was their aged chief, 
Nana Kojo Agyeman. 

To report on the exodus of 
the Brongs, LIFE assigned one 
of its farthest-flung.correspond- 
ents, Henry B. Cole of Liberia. 
An able journalist, young Mr. 
Gole has a degree from Liberian 
State University (1937) and 
served for a while as assistant 
secretary to the President of Libe- 
ria.

and is still, a prisoner of war in 
Germany. Both Prince Nana 
Adinkra and his father received 
the French Republican Medal 

When France collapsed, Nana 
Kojo could not understand the 
change in attitude of the French 
authorities. They said that Bric- 
ain was now the enemy and that 
General de Gaulle was a traitor. 
The Chief was greatly baffled 
by these new and sudden pro- 
nouncements. 

Nana Kojo was deeply at 
heart a patriotic Frenchman. 
After many days of perplexing 
thought he decided that he must 
take his people beyond the rule 
of Vichy. He would take them 
across the boundary into the 
British Gold Coast. He taxed 
his wits and worked out a plan. 

Chief Nana Kojo proposed to 
the Vichy French authorities 
that the Brongs build a road 
near the British boundary to 
enable French troops to prevent 
any possible British attack. The 
Vichy authorities accepted the 
offer. Roads were actually start- 
ed on the French boundary and 
Nana Kojo invited all his chiefs 
and subchiefs with all the elders 
to view the new road. Then he 
explained to his followers his 
intention to desert the Vichy 
Government and join General 
de Gaulle and his British Allies. 
The desertion was unanimously 
approved. 

Icwasachilly 20'clock morn- 
ing when the escape got under 
way. Not a bird chirped, not a 
beast growled as in that intense 
silence a long silhouetted pro- 
cession of men, women and 
children moved toward the 
Franco-British frontier 

Because of his 70 years Chief 
Nana Kojo was secured in a 
hammock for the journey. At 
his side was Prince Adinkra. 
Then followed the Queen 
Mother (none other than the 
sister of Nana Kojo). With 
them they carried their black 
stools and other royal proper- 
ties. Toward the boundary some 
French guards attempted to stop 
them, but they were unable. On 
the Brongs’ arrival in British 
territory, the chief dispatched 
the following message to Gen- 
eral de Gaulle: “We put our- 
selves at your service to con- 
tinue war until victory and the 
liberation of France, our dear 
mother country. All chiefs and 
Africans of the Ivory Coast 
think as we do. Long live im- 
mortal France.””

AMERICAN TROOPS FIND WAR IN AUSTRALIA 


“[f Australia goes, the Americas are wide open,” 
broadeast Australia’s Labor Prime Minister John 
Curtin last week. “I say to you that the saving of 
Australia is the saving of America’s West Coast. ... 
‘Tree by tree, village by village we will fall back if we 
must . .. and town by town . . . and when the turn- 
ing point is reached, we will advance over blackened 
ruins, through blasted and fire-swept cities, across 
scorched plains until we drive the enemy into the 
sea.” 

Immediate proof that the U.S. agrees in part with 
Mr. Curtin came at once when a great U. S. troop 
convoy was reported as having arrived “somewhere 
in Australia.” Though repeatedly attacked at sea by 
the Japs, the convoy safely landed every man of its 
“thousands of U. S. soldiers,” from every part of the 
U.S. Already in Australia were other Americans, the 
crews of U. S. Flying Fortresses in the north (abore). 
‘They had fought first from Java, waging a bombing 


duel with the adi ss. Then they drew their 
bases back to north Australia and from there pound- 
ed the Jap bases yea and New Britain and 
sought out Jap invasion fleets prowling as far east as 
the Solomon Islands. None had thought when they 
y that their first taste of World War 
IL would come in Australia and the Indies. They were 
having a lot of fun and most of them thought the fun 
would last a good deal more than another year. 
‘The Australians, however, were emphatically not 
having fun. Prime Minister Curtin had fixed wages, 
limited profits, forbidden the sale of land and stocks 
and the manufacture of unnecessary goods. He told 
his people grimly: “Every human being in Australia 
is now, whether he likes it or not, at the service of the 
Government to work in the defense of his country. 
‘The time for controversy has ended. I am not going 
to waste time arguing about past mistakes. No longer 
will the Government appeal. I will order and direct.” 


If human courage and determination are worth 
hing, the Japs were about to run into something 
they would not like. The Australians do not intend 
to be conquered. But they need and want all the help 
they can get. They look to the U. S. as the key na- 
tion in Australia’s defense and the Sydney Telegraph 
is campaigning to have U. S. General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur named Supreme Commander in the Pacific. 
“He has all the qualities needed to make a man ac- 
ceptable to this country.” 

But the Japs were pressing hard on the supply 
lines from the U.S. At week's end they were reported 
in the Solomon Islands which curve down northeast 
of Australia. Their bombers were striking at Port 
Moresby, on New Guinea, the last air and naval base 
that the Allies hold in the Indies. Fromeast and west, 
their naval pincers were closing on Australia, to isolate 
the only white man’s country in the East. Nearly half 
a million white men with guns were waiting for them.

"0 attack or to defend Australia is a peculiar problem, Even after the enemy 

has taken the tropical northern strip, the arid center end the great sandy 
beaches of the west, he is nowhere. Of Australia’s 7,000,000 people, 85% live 
in and around the cities of the southeast, from Adelaide to Brisbane. A few 
more raise sheep on the vast parkland just behind the east coast mountains. 
‘The rest of Australia is practically empty, save for small coastal towns. Dar- 
win, chief port of thenorth, had a population, before the troops came, of 2,000. 
Hence, the invader's objective must be the industrial cities of the southeast. 

But to reach them, he will find it hard to land on the northeast coast any- 
where above Rockhampton (see map, right). For the coast is bordered by the 
1,250-mile Great Barrier Reef, whose few openings have presumably been 
mined by the Australians, An enemy fleet steaming inside the Reef could not 
dodge Allied bombs and torpedoes. Steaming outside, it would still be open 
to attack by patrolling planes and submarines. The difficulties of invasion 
straight through the 2,000 dusty miles of the “dead heart” of Australia are 
shown on the preceding pages. Hence, the Japs may elect merely to cut 
Australia off from U.S. supplies by taking the flanking islands. Or they may 
feint heavily at Darwin and come in the back way, around the unwatched 
southwest, to Perth and Adelaide, as shown on the map below. 

‘The Australians cannot possibly prevent landings on their shores. They 
must choose where they will put up their big fight. But certain it is that the 
fall of Australia to the Japs would cause such a pang of heartbreak through 
all the white man’s world as was never caused by the fall of Singapore, Ma- 
nila, Hong Kong, the Indies. The Australians deserve better of the white race.

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FF ON THE NEWSFRONTS OF THE WORLD 


As war production speeds up, America faces the need to use its manpower more efficiently 


Americans heard the first serious talk last week of 
something they will hear a lot more of: Manpower 
Mobilization. Mrs. Roosevelt started it off by writ- 
ing in her column: “All of us—men in the services 
and men and women at home—should be drafted and 
told what is the job we are to do.” Three days later 
Mrs. Roosevelt's husband let on that he too had 
some kind of civilian manpower draft in mind, 

It is high time. So far in this war the U. S. has 
been using its manpower with the same abandon that 
it once used up raw materials, It knows better now 
than to waste steel or aluminum or copper. But in 
the long run manpower is 
likely to bea greater short- 
age than any of these. It is 
indeed the final limiting 
factor in the nation’s pro- 
duction effort. 

At present the abuses 
are manifold. Skilled ma- 
chinists and talented 
chemists are carrying rifles 
as Army privates, while 
good potential officers hold 
down desk jobs in none: 
sential industries. Companies with plenty of skilled 
workers hoard them like rubber tires instead of 
spreading them around where they can do the most 
good. Companies without skilled workers raid their 
rivals, thus forcing up wages and disrupting produc- 
tion lines. Many companies are reluctant to dip into 
secondary sources of labor supply: women, Negroes, 
handicapped persons 

In skilled labor, industries are seraping the bottom 
of the barrel, Many plants in the machine-tool in- 
dustry, a crucial bottleneck, are working o 
two shifts a day—hecause, they say, of a sl 
worker shortage. 

Not long ago the personnel director of an airplane 
company walked into an office in the WPB labo 
supply section and said to the official there: “We are 
about ready to open our new plant. We want half a 
dozen trained supervisors right away.” 

Replied the official: “There aren’t any. You go 
back and tell your company there aren't any super- 
visors left. You'd better get busy training some fast. 

‘There is no comprehensive program for training 
workers in industry, A few companies like Douglas 
Aircraft have fine systems for training workers and 
“upgrading” them as they acquire new skills. But 
other plants of equal size rely on finding skilled 
workers on the open market or on raiding. 

‘The size of the problem is growing at a furions rate. 
At present there are some 5,000,000 workers in w: 
industries. By the end of 1942, to fill the existing or- 
ders, there must be 15,000,000, By 1944, the War 
Production Board figures, the armed forces will need 
7,500,000 men and war production 23,500,000. 

‘The logical way to provide for this labor would be 
to put the Department of Labor on a real war basis, 
with the same power to allocate workers that Ernest 
Bevin’s Labor Ministry has in England. But with 
“Miss Perkins as Secretary of Labor, that idea is out 
of the question. The next best solution is to set up 
a National Manpower Mobilization Board. Such a 
board would havecomplete power to place each worker 
in the job where he is most needed. It would move 
labor to new plants when needed or, better yet, per- 
suade the WPB to locate new plants where labor is 
available. It would compel industry to use women, 
‘Negroes and handicapped persons when possible. It 
would set up a comprehensive training program

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throughout industry. Plans for some such board have 
been drawn up by Social Security Administrator Paul 
MeNutt, who hopes to get the job of director. 

In this total war civilians can expect no greater 
privileges or immunities than men in the services. 
‘They must stand ready to go where they are told and 
do what they are told. They must feel that the years 
which lie between this day and the day of victory 
are not the

But the problem of manpower does not begin or end 
with mobilizing workmen. Just ascrucial is the prob- 
Jem of management power, the need to mobilize the 
executives and administrators of the huge produe- 
tion schemes. Recent Army and Navy reorganiza- 
tions—latest was making Admiral King both Com- 
mander in Chief of the U. S. Fleet and Chief of Naval 
Operations, combining the two top Navy jobs: 
cleaned away a long accumulation of bureaucratic 
trash. Donald Nelson's War Production Board is set- 
ting up clean new frameworks. But to Army, Navy 
and production frameworks there still hung a host of 
obsolete men. The urgent need is to replace them 
with men who have understanding and energy 
enough to carry out the enormous jobs. What Walter 
Lippmann called “the struggle of energetic men 
against passive men, of the alert against the inert, 
of the live wires against the deadwood” is being 
waged all through the Government. 

War production, bursting from pressure of accum- 
ulated effort and the impetus of Donald Nelson, 
seems to be jumping sharply. Lieutenant General 
Bill Knudsen said last week that “production is pro- 
ceeding satisfuctorily.” But it is not satisfactory to 
Donald Nelson. “If all our equipment now involved 
in war production were used 24 hours a day, seven 
* he declared, “we would practically 
double the man hours being put into military pro- 
duction.” He spoke of the 20% of war plants now 

= _, operating only five or five 
and a half days a week, of 
plants closed on Sunday, 
of plants operating at 40% 
capacity on the second 
shift and only 20% eapac- 
ity on third shift.

he said. “If the facilities of 
all were utilized to the 
same extent as the three

facturing machine tools. If all were op- 
same level as the top three, we could 
increase machine-tool output 45%.” 

There were plenty of bad spots. Because of ma- 
terial shortages, some aircraft plants had to work 
men less than they would and could work. Glenn 
Martin said his airplane company was getting only 
half the materials it would like to have. Steel and 
aluminum Venetian blinds were being stupidly in- 
stalled in Washington Government buildings. Re- 
frigerator plants were still (until April 30) using 
needed metal to make iceboxes. Tankers, unconvoyed, 
were still being sunk while carrying gas up the East- 
ern Coast for pleasure drivers. 

Donald Nelson put it bluntly. “Before we try to 
get tough with someone else,” he said, “we've got 
to get tough with ourselves.”

CRIPPS GOES TO INDIA 


The products of America’s strenuous efforts were be 
ing dispersed over the world. But now, with Malaya 
and the East Indies gone (after a sea battle off Java 
in which, Washington admits, the Japs sank the U.S. 
cruiser Houston, the destroyer Pope and ten other 
United Nations warships), there were fewer places to 
send them. By default, the U. S, was concentrating 
its force. In the far Pacific, men and matériel reached 
Australia (see pp. 23-27). 

Along with the stream of material she was or 
should be sending to India, Great Britain sent an 
even more important cargo—the tall lean body and 
the cold emphatic mind of Sir Stafford Cripps. Tem- 
porizing when the need 
for action seemed angeil 
plain, Winston Chu 
announced that instead of 
giving Indiaindependence, 
the Government would put 
off the day of decision by 
sending Sir Stafford to per- 
suade the Indians to ac- 
cept some kind of substi- 
tute. But it would

sympathetic envoy to 
rouse India to fight with enthusiasm against the on- 
coming Japanese. 

‘The Japs were coming up through Burma, 1 
soldiers battered their way out of lost Rangoon to 
join General Wavell’s forces around Mandalay. ‘Ther 
they found the seasoned soldiers of General Chiang 
Kai-shek’s armies, fighting alongside the British 
eral Chiang further joined with the Occident last w 
by appointing U. S. Lieutenant General Joseph W. 
Stilwell, once military attaché to Peiping, as his Chief 
of Staff of the Allied Armies in China. 

In Europe the Nazis shook a fist at Sweden and all 
stories unfavorable to Germany faded out of the 
Swedish press. The Nazis said they had reinforced 
Norway against Allied invasion. If the Allies were 
going to invade, Germany might once again hay 
beaten them to the punch. If they were not going to 
invade, Germany was shrewdly building up Allie 
hopes so that they could be dashed and the Allied 
peoples depressed. 

Marshal Timoshenko was driving a big army 
against the Germans. The Soviet bragged that its 
winter offensive had kept the initiative in Russian 
hands and blunted the chances of a German offen- 
sive. But, as the uneasy week ended, the Germans’ 
winter defense still left them with anchor points— 
Novgorod, Smolensk, Orel, Kharkov, Stalino—from 
which their offense could start.

hen I arrived in New York last aucumn, a spectacular feature of a 
Broadway musical was a “waterfall” composed of some tons of 
sugar. As I leave New York, some restaurants are apportioning sugar 
as sparingly as in London. Even the warmest admirers of the Ameri- 
can people can hardly have foreseen the swift, calm ease with which 
they were to take the idea of rationing and at any rate the prospect of 
some privation, some diminution in their astonishingly lavish stand- 
ard of living. This is the more impressive because the cuts are coming 
just where they might be expected to hurt most: the most automo- 
bile-minded people in the world have to go without new cars; among 
threatened nutriments are two of the most characteristic American 
contributions to popular gastronomy—Coca-Cola and canned beans. 
Iwas in Chicago on Dec. 7, in Washington on Dec. 8, in California 
for some weeks after that; so that I witnessed over a wide area the 
extraordinary psychological adjustment by which the American peo- 
ple, formerly lethargic and disunited, reached in 24 hours the mood 
that it took Britons nine months of war to reach. The war opened 
quietly for Britain; for America ic opened with a major disaster. In 
its effect on morale, Pearl Harbor was America’s Dunkirk. The sub- 
sequent recession in morale has already been analyzed by American 
writers. In general, it would not be proper for me to dwell on it— 
though I may perhaps express the hope that if “nothing happens” 
for some time in the way of direct enemy attack on America there 
will not be too sharp a drifting away from the various civilian de- 
fense services into which so many sudden enthusiasts rushed 

Three other danger signals flash in my intuition. They seem to me 
so important that I must take the risk of being accused of imperti- 
nent meddling and record them briefly. 

C2) QUISLINGS. Despite warnings by alert commentators and sev- 
eral recent prosecutions, there is a widespread assumption that ene- 
my agents will normally be—and look like—Germans or Japanese. 
In every other country the fifth column has consisted of native Nazi 
stooges. In France it consisted largely of rich, socially prominent 
industrialists, obsessed by fear of Bolshevism. Quisling himself is 
Norwegian, not German. Britain's wisest move in this war was to in- 
tern most of her leading homegrown Fascists. This is one sphere in 
which the it-can't-happen-here attitude operates most powerfully. 
Loyal British Tories were shocked and grieved to find that men 
whom the Government found it necessary to detain belonged to the 
same clubs as themselves, had been educated at the same expensive 
schools. 

(2) NEGROES. I know that this problem is practically taboo among 
many of my white American friends. They dispose of it with a few 
stock phrases which comfortably justify discrimination. Nevertheless, 
having studied Negro newspapers and talked informally with many 
Negroes, I am convinced that at least a sincere gesture or at best a 
radical, nationwide change of heart is needed co ensure total Negro 
co-operation in the war effort and co immunize America’s 13,000,000 
colored folk against effective and subtle enemy propaganda. 

G) ANTI-BRITISH FEELING. Of more intimate, anxious concern to 
the people I serve—the people of Britain—must be the general atti- 
tude toward them of the people of America. This is a relationship 
that never remains static. Iam sorry to say—but I think it should be 
said—that it seems to me less cordial than it was before Dec. 7. A 
graph of American sentiment towards Britain since that date would 
show a sharp inverted V. Churchill's visit was the peak; a precipi- 
tous decline has been the reaction from his tremendous personal suc-

A lady who fears King George 


In Chicago an elderly lady attacked me on the ground that Britain 
was as much a dictator country as Germany or Italy. I began to 
apologize for Churchill's occasional impatience of criticism, to ex- 
plain our parliamentary system. “Don’t pretend you don’t know 
what I mean,” she interrupted. “I'm not talking about Churchill. 
I'm talking about King George.”” 

In the bar of a popular dance hall on Broadway a soldier made con- 
versation. He did not realize that I was English. He said: ‘'Bricish 
still yielding foot by foot, I suppose. Jeez! They couldn't fight their 
way out of a paper bag." Do some Americans really think of the 
British as a nation of sissies? 

In Yorkville I argued with two Catholic youths of Irish ancestry. 
One said he was against the British because “‘they're not doing 
enough in the war."” The other said he understood that English peo- 
ple were “'smug™ and “'shrewd," and had no sense of humor. Smug- 
ness is the only one of these charges for which there is any possible 
foundation. The suggestion of lack of humor surprised me, for Amer- 
ican papers were full of anecdotes of London humor during air rai

Ae OST Boren Sa that the average Englishman is a medievalist in a top hat who never 
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takes a bath and spends his time commuting by buggy between a 
Tudor tavern and a thatched cottage. They are astonished to learn of 
Britain's industrial might, her great defense factories and shipyards, 
the skill of her engineers and scientists, the complex efficiency of 
London's transport system. A few learn with equal surprise that 
freedom has safeguards at least as potent in our realm as in their re~ 
public. 

This mistrust and misunderstanding can be traced to various causes. 
Pre-war tourist publicity overemphasized England's ““picturesque- 
ness,"’ The British people have, on the whole, been unfortunate in 
their official representatives here. The average Foreign Office diplo- 
mat is no more typical of the British people than the average State 
Department official or Manhattan playboy is typical of the American 
people. We export badly. This is true of most nations, but the Ameri- 
cans seem to have more knack than the rest of us for exporting fine 
and typical citizens like Mr. Joe Davies and Mr. Winant. 

Iam not here concerned primarily with the remedy for this condi- 
tion, It is, of course, more knowledge, more understanding. It is 
Bricain’s job to offer the knowledge. I hope that Americans will open 
their minds and their hearts to it. I believe that we need, not less but 
much more British propaganda—in the best sense of the word—in 
‘America, I should even like to see an advertising campaign, officially 
sponsored by the British Information Services, in which attacks 
could be countered under some such heading as “Britain: ‘smear’ 
versus facts.” 

Ishould like to sce many more Englishmen of the right type work- 
ing in America for inter-allied unity—and by “the right type” I 
mean men who can, without being boringly didactic or offensively 
humble, show Americans that Britons are their fellow heirs and fel- 
Jow guardians of freedom; that Britons, too, are men in whom many 
ancestries have merged to make a new entity; that Britons, too, are 
men who value material security highly but spiritual and political 
independence even more highly; that they, too, are individualists who 
like joining clubs and lodges, and patriots who like grumbling at 
their government; that they, too, are believers in God, though not 
usually bothering much about this except in moments of desperate 
crisis; that they, too, have made almost a religion of ball games, 
and that the dominant influences in their contemporary popular cul- 
ture are, through jazz and Hollywood, American. 

Several Americans have said to me, “Of course, you're not typ- 
ically English." Ic is an extremely difficult remark to answer. Possi- 
bly Iam not; a newspaper columnist, though he must express much 
that is typical of the people for whom he writes, perhaps must also 
stand at some distance from them, to keep his perspective. But I do 
know—and this is not rhetoric or false modesty but plain cruth—I 
do know that Iam in most ways not worthy to shine the shoes of the 
average English housewife or industrial worker or soldier. I wish I 
could make my American friends know it too.

Georgia from New England to 
teach school and instead studied law as 
a guest on a plantation, there wasn't 
much cotton grown. Using crude hand 
methods, it took too long to separate 
the seeds from the fibre.

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AN UNCOMFORTABLE HITLER is target of Miami 
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Veteran Texan is chairman of our Senate Foreign Relations Committee

I was the night of Dec. 7. The President had 
called his Cabinet and the leaders of Congress 
to the White House. They were not there to do 
anything, for whatever was to be done was being 
done 5,000 miles away. They were there, in- 
stead, to be told the details of what had already 
happened. As the President alternately read from 
dispatches and talked, his audience sat tense and 
quiet, bemused by the incredible facts. Finally 
the voice stopped. There was a long, sodden 
silence 

Then a heavy Texas voice spoke: ‘‘Is that all?” 
That was all, said the President. “You mean we 
didn't do anything to them?” We had knocked 
down some of their planes and sunk some sub- 
marines; we had naval forces out looking for 
their carriers. But the reports were still incom- 
plete. The Texan was incredulous, then suddenly 
and furiously angry. He turned to Secretary 
Knox, already che unhappiest man in the room, 
and let loose what someone later described as 
“uncharted hell.’’ No one else bothered to say 
much. As one of them recalls, ‘Tom covered 
everything I could think of, and made it a lot 
stronger than I could have if I'd practiced.” 

Tt was characteristic of Tom Connally, senior 
Senator from Texas, that he spoke his mind re- 
gardless of both company and place and that he 
spoke it without waiting for all the evidence. 
The Secretary of the Navy, as it curned out, was 
perhaps less to be blamed than anyone else in his 
department, Justified or not, however, what 
Connally said chat night was what every citizen 
had it in his heart to say to the leaders of his 
Government. As a peacetime Senator, Connally 
had been famous for the axhandle, or Texas- 
courtroom, style of debate which called a var- 
mint a varmint, As a wartime Senator he holds 
that a varmine is a double-dyed varmint because 
the stakes are higher, and chat his hide should be 
nailed to the nearest wall in a hurry. He believes 
in letting the professionals run the war. But he 
also believes that whenever the people’s war seems 
to be mismanaged, the people’s chosen represent- 
atives should frecly and loudly raise hell, 


Important committeeman 


Connally was not invited to the White House 
for his powers of abuse, however. As chairman 
of the Senate’s Foreign Relations Committee, he 
holds one of the half dozen most important posts 
in the upper house. Before the outbreak of war 
his committee had acted on all the lease-lend 
legislation, the ship-arming bill, the bill to re- 
vise the Neutrality Act and all the other imple- 
ments of our forciga policy. Ir had been intimate- 
ly involved in the “*peace talks" which preceded 
Japan's historic double-cross. As of the second 
week in December, Connally's job became much 
simplified, U. S. relations with the Axis having 
ceased to exist except through the medium of 
gunpowder. It was not then, nor is it now, a 
simple job, however. 

More than any other man in Congress, Con- 
nally is concerned with maintaining the delicate 
balance that has so far kept the French Fleet out 
of Hitler's reach. Last week, with new indica- 


tions of a Nazi drive to the southeast, his princi- 
pal worry was Turkey. Spain is important for 
Gibraltar, Portugal for the Azores and Cape 
Verdes, which may be the prize in a race between 
the U. S. and the Axis. And as the Rio conference 
showed, South America is not wholly minded to 
cut itself loose from its post-war markers in what 
might be a Hitler-run Europe. 

Important as these matters are, Connally’s role 
in the war is nothing to the part he will have in 
the peace. The President has declared that the 
U. S. will “win the peace” as well as the war, 
and long before Dec. 7 the Administration's geo- 
politicians had their maps out. When peace fin- 
ally comes, however, it will be Connally, rather 
than anyone in the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment, who will trowel the new world into 
final shape. Connally will have the last word be- 
cause every post-war treaty or commitment must 
be passed on by the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee and be approved by the Senate. Not since 
rg20, when Senator Lodge scuttled President 
Wilson's dream of an enduring peace from the 
chairmanship of Foreign Relations, has anyone 
doubted the power of that office 

Last week, with primaries not far off and do- 
mestic politics astir for the first time since the 
war began, the American people prepared to pass 
judgment on the record of the past 18 months. 
Whether or not it becomes an open issue in the 
campaign, pre-war foreign policy will in fact be 
the main issue in the minds of many voters. How 
many former isolationists were blasted from 
their opinions by Pearl Harbor? How many still 
feel chat the U. S. was dragged into the war? 
And how many who favored the war before it 
came are now, after our initial defeats, suscep- 
tible co the “I told you so’s” of the ex-isolation- 
ists? The answers will give the first proof of the 
unity and determination—or their lack—of the 
nation at war; the first sign, too, to the Axis as 
to whether or not offers of a negotiated “peace” 
will find any support here. As one of few elective 
officials directly concerned with foreign policy, 
Connally will be heard from often during the 
campaign. For Connally, who would as soon 
crack an isolationist’s neck as look at him, it 
will bea labor of love. He has nothing to gain or 
lose personally in the clections, since his own 
seat is secure until 1946. 

The willing vessel of these huge responsibili- 
ties has at least one thing in his favor; he looks 
the part. If Connally did not exist, ic would be 
necessary for future movie scenarists to invent 
him. As Joc Bailey once said of him, “Tom is the 
only man in che U. S. Senate who could wear a 
Roman toga and not look like a fat man in a 
nightgown.” Big and broad, with wise blue 
eyes, a nose weathered like fine old oak burl, and 
amassive, gently parabolic front, Connally walks 
erect through the Capitol halls as if the archi- 
tects had had him in mind. An early admirer of 
William Jennings Bryan, he long ago adopted 
the Bryanesque mode with such authentic feel- 
ing that the Commoner might almost have bor- 
rowed it from him instead. His stiff white shirts 
are held together with gold- studs. His black 
ties, somewhere between a string and a bow, are 
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Tom’s father worked hard, prospered. He His mother married ewice. First husband 
fought on Confederate side in Civil War. was killed and she married his brother

made up to his specifications by a Baltimore tiemaker. His suits are 
generally black in winter, white in summer, with the jackets cut low 
and billowy. His black slouch hat rides high and square on che cof 
of his head, crowning a mop of gray hair that curls down luxuriantly 
to meet his coat collar. Connally is proud of his hair and has spent a 
lot of money to keep it from thinning out around the temples. It is, 
despite all gossip to the contrary, naturally wavy. The canard that 
he has ic marcelled was started by a Texas woman who once cam 
paigned against him. ‘’Thet woman had the nerve t' come to me 
laer,"” Connally recalls sourly, ““and ask me to appoint a relative of 
hers to a job. Is that gall?" 


“Flub-dub . . . hooey” 


Connally's rhetoric is as true to the great tradition as his appeat 
ance, though it occasionally floods over and reads like inspired W 
C. Fields. “We are going to mix the hellish broth tonight," Con 
nally muttered to reporters as he hurried off to a conference on a re 
pealer to the Neutrality Act. ‘“Flub-dub . . . hooey," he once shouted 
at Senator Wheeler, “. . . the methods of the back-room domino par 
lor have been adopted." Connally's description of the powers of the 
U. S. President is monumentally eloquent: ‘The President . . . is 
greater than any monarch on earth. The King of Spain is bu a shad 
owy phantom of power... . . The King of Italy is but an almost 
inaudible echo of the royal power that once walked the streets of 
Rome. . . . The King of England, with all his castles, all his citles, 
all his stately pomp and ceremony . . . is little more than a painted 
king upon a painted thror the husk, the shell, the 
gilded crust of power this sort of talk is merely 
awarm-up. He hits his peak in descriptive oratory only when he g 
mad, as he often docs, and as he did one day when Senator Nye 
charged that Woodrow Wilson had duped the U. S. into the last 
war: 'Some checker-playing, beer-drinking back room of some low 
house,"’ Connally roared, “is the only fit place for the kind of lan: 
guage which the Senator from North Dakota puts into the record 
about a dead man, a great man, a good man, a man who, when alive, 
had the courage to meet his enemies face to face. . . . This committee 
[Nye's] comes back like a ghoul, a historical ghoul. . . . It has dis 
covered that some international woman of the streets, lurking at the 
corner of an alley, enticed Uncle Sam down the alley and got him 
into the war. When the history of this Republic is written, 
Woodrow Wilson will rower above the puny pygmies who now bark 
at his memory as Pike's Peak towers above the fogs of an Arkansas 
swamp."" He also challenged Nye to fight it out with fists. 
Connally’s phenomenal memory, which enables him to recall cast 
ally what Grotius said about freedom of the seas in 1608, combines 
with his genius for personal invective to make him the most feared 
debater in the Senate. When Connally enters an argument, cender- 
skinned Senators are inclined to drop out of it. His enemies have 
been known to take refuge in the cloakrooms. For everyone except 
the victim Connally’s attacks have a high entertainment value, and 
while some Senators can clear the galleries and half the floor in a 
few minutes, news that Connally is to speak can actually impel 
Senators to cut short their Iunch and hurry back to their desks 
Connally has a highly calisthenic style of delivery, full of sweeping 
gestures and elaborate pantomime. When he calls some opponent 
“an old woman,” a favorite epithet, he minces and prances around

his desk, When he says something is big, he swells physically; if he 
wants to indicate negligibleness, he shrivels, droops his head and sags 
alarmingly at the knees. He has a Shakespearean's sense of pace and 
timing. While stropping his bolo for some victim, he speaks gently; 
his eyes have a kindly, almost dewy look, and his heavy black- 
rimmed reading glasses slide down gradually to the tip of his nose 
Then suddenly the glasses come off and Connally’s inner fires explode. 

Before Dec. 7 Connally was a faithful torchbearer for the Adminis- 
tration’s foreign policies, and as such wrestled daily with the isola- 
tionists. His running encounter with Senator Wheeler, himself 
good man in anyone's floor fight, became one of the major actraccions 
of the Capitol. One day, during an exchange in which Wheeler 
called a Connally amendment ‘‘a stump specch,"’ to which Connally 
replied by accusing Wheeler of cowardice and hypocrisy, and com- 
paring him to a "Wyoming spouting geyser,” Connally smote his 
desk mightily and sent a heavy book flying off in Wheeler's dir 
tion. Some one cried “"Look out!” and the Montana Senator jumped, 
momentarily in fear chat Connally ar.last had set upon him physi- 
cally. Unlike many Senators, who cuss out an opponent in session 
and have a drink with him afterward, Connally carries his opinions 
with him when he leaves the floor. He and Wheeler are polite to 
each other these days, but the old rancors still burn in both, In the 
Senate dining room each pointedly ignores the other. 

Considering the number of his colleagues he has dipped in acid, 
Connally is amazingly well liked both in the Senate and in Washing: 
ton generally. Except when the mood is on him, he exudes an casy~ 
going, openhearted Texas geniality. An invitation to one of his 
famous Sunday breakfasts is valued roughly as worth two bids to 
an Evalyn Walsh McLean soirée or a round dozen embassy teas. Ac 
the breakfasts, where Connally presides bulkily at the head of a long 
table in the dining room of his duplex apartment, the pitce de ré- 
sistance is invariably Texas sausage, accompanied by Texas pink 
grapefruit, Texas peach preserves, smoked ham, eggs and hot bis- 
cuits. Connally dominates all conversation; he becomes glassy-cyed 
when someone else tells a story. He is such a skilled raconteur him- 
self, specializing in long, drawn-out Negro dialect tales, that even 
his cronies demand the same stories again and again, 


A loyal Texan—but no farmer 


Connally is fervently loyal to Texas and his home town of Maclin, 
a small city in the east-central part of the State. He still owns a 
home there but almost never uses it, his attachment to the town 
being entirely political and sentimental. He also owns a couple of 
small farms in which he takes little personal interest, having spent 
a drab youth pulling Johnson grass on the family farm in the adjo 
ing county. Connally was born there in 1877 and christened Thomas 
Terry (his mother’s maiden name), which he afterward shortened 
to Tom, pronounced ““Tawm.” During his reedy boyhood he also 
suffered from the name of “*Double-barreled Shotgun Connally,’ a 
rather roundabout Texas joke about his proportions, which at thac 
time, a native recalls, were “so darn long and straight up and 
down.”” Young Tawm was ordained for the law and politics practi- 
cally at birth. As the only boy among a brood of eight, he was the 
apple of his hard-working parents’ eyes. His father, a Gcorgia-bred 
farmer, had great and specific ambitions for him. ‘Tawm," he 
would say regularly, ““I never had a chance for much education. If 
I'd had yor’ chance, I'da gone to Congress.”” 

Tawm did well at the public schools of nearby Eddy, Texas, and 
at 15 entered Baylor University at Waco. His college years coincided

with the heyday of a Texas philosopher named Brann, who pub- 
lished a semi-monthly paper called the Iconoclast in which most of 
the works of God and man came in for skeptical notice. For young 
Tawm, Brann supplied the same inspiration as did the venomous 
Mencken for the young iconoclasts of the ‘20's, and Tawm the 
Senator owes some of his present flair for sarcasm to the old master. 
After Baylor, Tawm studied law at the University of Texas, He got 
his law degree in absentia, having meantime volunteered for serv~ 
ice in the Spanish-American War. His regiment was still in Flor- 
ida awaiting embarkation when the war ended, but Connally came 
out a sergeant major. He volunteered for the first World War, toc, 
and was commissioned a captain; but the Armistice was signed just 
after his regiment had been given sailing orders. “I have been in 
more wars than anybody in the Senate,” he says, “and done less 
shooting.”” 

Mastered out of the Spanish-American War, Connally hung up his 
shingle in Marlin and prepared to do his father proud. In a trice he 
filed for the State legislature and was elected. After a second term he 
dropped out to practice law, and in the next couple of years devel- 
oped his footwork in the informal, rough-and-tumble atmosphere of 
the small-town Texas courts. After four years as county prosecutor 
he gave up public office again, to practice law and build his political 
fences for the future. He followed the time-worn rut: he was a y20d 
Degree Mason (now a 33rd), Grand Chancellor of the Texas Knights

of Pythias, a psalm-singing Baptist. He became adept at such moth- 
eaten but surefire scunts as stopping in the middle of a speech to hail 
an old friend in the audience, and then—to the audience—"‘I hope 
you folks will pah'don the interruption. I hadn't seen Frank Jones in 
ten years and I jest had to say howdy before I forgot it."’ In 1917 he 
went to Congress, where he cast his first vote for war. 

In 1928, after six terms in the House, Connally felt equipped to go 
into the center ring of Texas's nonstop political circus. He filed for 
the Senate. The incumbent, Earle B. Mayfield, still erailed a lively 
odor from his previous election, which had been hot and dirty. May- 
field had enormous strength, however, from his association with the 
Ku Klux Klan, then still in control of much of the South and grow- 
ing because of Al Smith's campaign for the Democratic Presidential 
nomination. Connally courageously made the Klan a main issue. He 
stumped the State like an incensed Pilgrim, pounding his message 
from one cow town to the next, pouring into Mayfield with his then 
fully developed gifts for scaring wit and straightforward character 
assassination. He won. The night of his nomination he announced 
that he would support anyone the Democratic National Convention 
in Houston might choose—thereby finessing those politicians who 
waited until after Al Smith was nominated, and who then had to 
make their choice between party irregularity and an unpopular can- 
didate. Though Smith lost the State, Connally campaigned for him 
earnestly. The whole affair established him in Texans’ minds as an 
honest and forthright man, an opinion they have had no subsequent 
reason to change. 


Accent on dress and oratory 


During his first two terms in the Senate, Connally was more dis- 
tinguished for his dress and his oratory than his statesmanship. He 
was, by his own definition, a ‘’Southern-style liberal," which meant 
that he voted for all measures to relieve the cotton farmer and de- 
voted his greatest efforts to filibustcring against the anti-lynching 
bills. Connally has never had any truck with “equal rights for the 
Nigrah.”” Although his constitutionalism was elastic enough to take 
in the Triple-A, it stopped short of the NRA. He introduced rela- 
tively litele important legislation, and in most tallies was a party 
regular. In the “court-packing” fight, however, he bolted and had 
a part in that measure's defeat. “Real liberalism," he summed up 
his beliefs at that time, ‘means security to individuals of their 
rights against the power of government.” 

However well or badly he construed this credo in domestic issues, 
it led him in a consistent line in foreign affairs. When the war began 
in 1939, Connally announced that “the first and most important 
thing” was that the U.S. stay out of it. As time passed, however, 
and the Axis philosophy and its threat to our way of life became 
clear, he gradually changed ground, and eventually became one of 
the most aggressive Nazi-haters in the Senate. Taunted by the iso- 
lationists with his earlier speeches, he had the rare political frank- 
ness to admit that “my appetite is being well prepared to eat a 
lot of words.

It was this development that put him in high favor with the 
Administration and got him the chairmanship of Foreign Relations. 
Before then his biggest job had been the chairmanship of the unim- 
portant Privileges and Elections Committee. He was a ranking mem- 
ber on three important committees, however: fourth in seniority on 
Foreign Relations, fourth on Judiciary, and fifth on Finance.

Here were the elements for a super-doop- 
er, streamlined triple-play, and the boys from lower Pennsylvania 
Avenue put the ball in motion. After a few months George went 
to Finance, sending Robert Wagner, next in order on Foreign Rela- 
tions, across home plate and moving Connally to third. Wagner, 
who was in ill health, and was already chairman of Banking and 


Currency, was then persuaded to step aside, and Connally came in in 
a walk, 
It’s up to “Tawm” 

Thus, at the most critical time in U. S. history, Jones Connally's 


boy Tawm took over the most critical job in Congress. The Con- 
stitution is clear on the point: the President makes foreign policy 
“with the advice and consent of the Senate," whose special mecha- 


The job 
was and is whatever Connally cares to make of it. Henry Cabor 
Lodge made it a death notice for Woodrow Wilson.

A quietly 
determined Secretary of State has revived his department and given 
its carcer men more power than any of their predecessors ever had

He likes to dance, but would rather go fishing or deer hunting. He 
has been a widower for six years, and to relieve his single loneliness 
he often asks a friend to move in for a month or so, Among his par- 
ticular cronies are Congressman Luther Johnson of Texas, Judge Mar- 
vin Jones of the Court of Claims and Senator McKellar of Tennessee. 
Though he was devoted to his wife, Connally feels the need of wom- 
anly companionship and he is thinking of remarrying. By Washing- 
ton standards his eligibility is tops and he is besieged with social 
invitations. The chaff is separated from the wheat by his reception 
ist-secretary, Mrs. Adaline Carr, an agreeable, middle-aged Texas 
lady who regards Connally as the greatest man since Jefferson. Among 
Mrs. Carr's other responsibilities is the collection of pictures that 
decorates the walls of Connally’s inner offices. Like all public men, 
Connally is snapped dozens of times a year, and Mrs. Carr chooses 
the best views for framing and hanging in one of the many group 
classifications she has created: Connally’s career, Connally at sport, 
Connally with other notable men, and so on. The collection now 
covers most of the room, and despite Mrs. Carr's valiant efforts it is 
usually slightly askew, giving the visitor a dizzy fecling. 

There will be many more pictures before 1946, the year when Con- 
nally must run again for election, and Mrs. Carr will keep a space 
clear for one in particular: Connally at the peace conference. Whether 
the complete victory that we must have will come in two, four or 
ten years, Connally is not rash enough to guess. He has been enor- 
mously encouraged by the Russian winter victories, however; and 
among the many books on strategy and foreign affairs that he has 
been cramming since he received his chairmanship, one of the first 
was General de Caulaincourt’s journal of Napoleon's Russian fiasco. 
In reading it he was impressed not only with the trials of the Russian 
climate but by the courage and cunning and unbending spirit of the 
Russian peasant-soldier. These traits, Connally believes, have sur- 
vived under Communism, and by themselves make Russia an in- 
valuable ally. A pragmatist ideologically as well as politically, Con- 
nally last week had an answer for nervous capitalists who accept 
Russia's partnership with misgivings. “If I was in a hard fight and a 
big feller come along and wanted to help, I wouldn't stop and ask 
him ‘What Church do you belong to? Do you believe in sprinklin’ or 
immersion? Because if you believe in sprinklin’, I'm a Baptist and I 
ain't a’gonna fight with you on my side.’ That would be downright 
intolerant of me, woulda’t it? Also damn foolish.”
